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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues that the combination of 
Armstrong and Kim is not proper. Specifically, Armstrong does teach a hand-held device, but a stationary device that does NOT move 
with respect to two orthogonal axes, which is in conflict with the combination track ball and mouse of Kim. The examiner respectfully 
disagrees. As can be clearly seen from Fig. 8, Armstrong's' system can be applied to a handheld device, and Kim is adds the distinct 
advantage of combining a trackball AND mouse into a single entity, the combination is not only proper for clearly beneficial to the original 
system of Armstrong, combining Armstrong with Kim would only enhance the system of Armstrong, nothing would be inoperable, the 
trackball would merely operate on top of the mouse structure as shown in Fig. 8 of Armstrong and in Fig. 2 of Kim. The applicant further 
argues that neither Armstrong nor Kim teaches a multiplexer for combining the signals from the user interface device. The applicant cites 
narrow definitions of multiplexing specifically related to multiplex communication and signal transfer, however the examiner wou Id like to 
point out that the simplest definition of multiplexing is a simple switch with a controller, wherein the switches takes in multiple inputs and 
has a single output wherein the control determines which input is connected to the output. This is the exact implementation taught by Kim, 
therefore the examiner still believes that the claims are satisfied by the cited prior art. For the above reasons, the rejections are 
maintained.
